PREVIOUS CERTIFICATION: Is this monument perpetuated by the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office? 
Yes. The monument was approved by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on August 9, 2011 and November 
21, 2017. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 

The magnail was set by Philip Tapp in 2007 based on ties to several pk nails found per record documents. In 2011, 
Matthew Badger held the magnail as a witness to the closing comer. The closing corner should fall on the senior 
township line, which falls 1.1 feet north of the magnail. Badger chose not to monument his calculated location to avoid 
confusion. The magnail was then accepted by the Surveyor Review Board in 2011 and 2017. We accepted the magnail 
as the corner by common report and we replaced it with a 4-1/2” long magspike. 


UNCERTAINTIES IN THE CORNER LOCATION DUE TO: 


e Variances in the Monumentation: Without a chain of records to prove the perpetuation of the original wood post, its 
location relative to the current monument is unknown. Therefore, the uncertainty cannot be determined. 
Discrepancies in the Documents: 1.11 feet. 

¢ Inconsistencies in the lines of Occupation: None noted. 

Theoretical Uncertainty (Random Errors in Measurement): The Relative Positional Accuracy of this survey is within the 
specifications for an Indiana Rural Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 ppm) as defined in IAC 865.
